During the interview, Applicant was told ways to overcome the 
Motoyama reference. None of those proposed annendments were made by Applicant. 

The managing device is the combination of the resource 
administration station 610 and the user accessing the resource administration 620. The information flows from the target device to a 
"managing device", where the managing device is the user remotely accessing the resource administration station. 

Motoyama taught the "selected" data is converted into Excel or HTML format, used in attachments. In this case, the entire data is 
"selected", precisely fulfilling the claim language as currently presented. 

All remaining prior art arguments are addressed toward these issues. 

Applicant's argument concerning claim 33 is unclear.
